The Righteous... Changing 
minds In the same week the BC 
Court of Appeal overturned a deci- 
sion to restrict marriages to hetero- 
sexual couples, Alberta made its first 
steps towards the recognition of 
same-sex unions. As of June 9, gay 
couples will be able to claim part- 
ner’s benefits and legal status similar 
to common law. The new law will 
remove the word “spouse” from 68 
pieces of legislation that discriminat- 
ed against couples who weren't 
allowed to marry in the first place. 
Bill 30-2 doesn’t specifically make 
reference to same-sex but uses the 
term “interdependent partners” to 
describe all relationships—including 
straight and platonic—of three years 
or more. It’s a pretty big move for a 
province that Recent to use the 
legal might of the notwithstanding 
clause if Ottawa moved to recognize 
gay marriage. 

The Wicked... Oblivious offi- 
cials In the same week Mayor Bill 
Smith called some of the people who 
frequent 97 Street “hookers, beggars 
and bums,” a temporary south side 
homeless shelter shut its doors. 
Supported by volunteers, the 
Edmonton Housing Trust Fund and 
area churches, the Strathcona 
Emergency Shelter lent a degree of 
comfort to about 40 people a night 
during the cold winter months. It 
had to be shut down when its con- 
tract expired this month. Now thata 
need has been demonstrated south 
of the river, an advocacy group is 
trying to set up something perma- 
nent—but, of course, that takes 
money. Incidents like the mayor's 
recent gaffe (which he doesn’t seem 
to find offensive and for which he 
hasn’t apologized) and Ralph’s 
boozy shelter visit back in 2001 have 
given us a glimpse of how our politi- 
cians really feel about the disadvan- 
taged, evidenced in the lack of 
resources being put towards the 
problem of homelessness. At last 
count, Edmonton was found to have 
close to 2,000 homeless people 
(though the Bissell Centre says the 
number could actually be as high as 
9,000), up about 700 from two years

Grease stars revel in revisiting teen years

JOHN ULLYATT AND PAMELA GOR- 
don are far from high-school age, 
but that’s okay. In the world of 
Grease, anachronisms seem to be the 
norm. 

Grease holds a strange kind of nos- 
talgia, for it is harkening back to the 
1950s as seen through the lens of the 
‘70s, and then reinterpreted in the 
‘00s. It’s portrayed as an innocent 
time, when boys would talk tough 
as a smokescreen for tender hearts. 

“T don’t think anyone at that time 
was super-bad. Everyone tries to be 
so bad these days,” says John 
Ullyatt, now a grown-up thir- 
tysomething who plays greaser 
Danny Zuko. 

Pamela Gordon, who portrays the 
naive Sandy Dumbrowski, wonders 
if the writers of the original stage 
play maybe had the benefit of too 
much hindsight. “The people who 
were writing this—were they pok- 
ing fun at the era?” 

Gordon, however, is eating it up. 
“It been absolutely awesome! It’s 
like I get to return to a really fun 
time of youth. It really gives you a 
lot of energy. I still feel really young, 
like I’m still 19.” 

A longtime fan of the Olivia 
Newton-John/John Travolta movie 
version, Gordon recalls her own 
adolescence as a parallel to her char- 
acter in Grease. “I was very, very 
much the sweet Sandy in high 
school. She doesn’t really turn bad, 





she just learns to take the bull by the 
horns.” 

Ullyatt, too, is enjoying reliving 
his teen years as greaser Danny 
Zuko. “It’s refreshing in a sense to be 
playing a teenager. I remember what 
it's like, though I didn’t have a real 
painful adolescence like a lot of peo- 
ple. That's part of the appeal of the 
show—young people who are going, 
through it now sympathize, and 
those of us a little older can recog- 
nize what it was like. 

“| was a lot goofier than Danny. 
It’s not really a stretch, though. It’s a 
little like playing the king ina 
Shakespeare play. Everyone treats 
you like the king, so you are. 
Everyone treats me like I’m really 
cool, so lam.” 

But Grease isn’t cool; it’s campy. 
Will the 2003 version of Grease have 
alittle grit in it, like the revamped, 
broodier 21st century Cabaret of last 
year? 

“| don’t think there’s any edge to 
it at all. Cabaret had gotten quite a lot 
seedier, but this show not so much. 

“The play is really different from 
the movie, mostly structurally. It’s 
not the best script in the world, but 
it’s such a fun show it really doesn’t 
matter.” 

It’s also a chance for Gordon and 
Ullyatt to work together again, as 
they are both alumni of last season's 
musical. 

“It’s nice ‘cause we got to know 
each other in Cabaret. We didn’t have 
a lot of scenes together, maybe 10 
seconds total on stage, but we're 
comfortable with each other—none 
of that first day, ‘oh hey, here's the 
girl you're in love with’ kind of awk- 
wardness.”

There's a nice sense of familiarity 
to the cast in general, and Gordon 
especially appreciates a reunion wi 
Briana Buckmaster, who was herse| 
last seen sharing the stage with 
Celina “Frenchy” Stachow in the 
Guns ’N Roses musical, Paradise 
City. As bad-girl archrival Rizzo, 
Buckmaster is able to get as nasty a 
she needs to be, Gordon says. 

“She's really, really great. We're 
friends outside of this, so we can 
trust each other and pretend to hat: 
each other. At the end of the night 
we can hug and say, ‘oh, thanks for 
saying that,’ or ‘that was a great loo 
you gave me.’ “ 

But as hokey as it is, there’s some 
thing about the story that’s still 
appealing. And those songs! 

“It’s timeless. | watched it and 
loved it when I was young; my nie 
who is 10 watched it and loved it 
now, too. The music is so catchy 
and you can relate to one or the 
other of the characters,” is Gordon’ 
endorsement. 

Ullyatt agrees. “It sounds really 
stupid and simple, but it’s a really 
good time, a good show.”

Unlike the real thing, though, we 
get to the truth behind Boy Groove. 
Rife with scandal, the picture-perfect 
image is revealed to be a glossy 
screen from which we are shielded 
from the erratic behaviour of the var- 
ious members. But as easy as the tar- 
gets are, this too remains fiction. 

“There hasn’t been a scandal yet. 
No one’s been caught getting blown 
in a men’s room. | think that says a 
lot about the secu rity they’re sur- 
rounded by.” 

Indeed. It seems almost by design

The play opens with 
Transom (a curmudgeonly play- 
wright of national renown played 
with impressive depth and comic 
grace by John Wright) getting an 
ultimatum by Jo Harber (played 
with great empathy by Shadow reg- 
ular Coralie Cairns), the 
director/ friend /former lover who's 
put her career on the line giving him 
a last-chance-to-redeem-his-career 
commission.

her a play OR ELSE! 

Of course, in typical writerly fash- 
ion, he’s frittered away all his time 
and the avails of his cushy residency 
and finds himself with an eleventh 
hour deadline squatting in his 
ruined motel room with absolutely 
nothing accomplished on his script 
aside from a tentative title he’s 
penned on a drink coaster. 

So, Transom pulls an overnight 
flurry of frantic typing and autobio- 
graphical introspection in order to 
churn out the play and pluck his car- 
cass from the void—autobiographi- 
cal introspection mainly because 
that’s the shortest path from blank 
page to producible text: write what 
ya know. 
~ Complications arise when the 
characters he’s trying to desperately 
wrangle take ona life of their own 
and push his play (which unfolds in 
front of the audience as an on-going 
play-within-the-play about a direc- 
tor, cast and crew putting ona play) 
into psychologically sensitive areas 
the increasingly uncomfortable play- 
wright would rather leave 
unplumbed. Fun stuff, and like the 
booze-and-panic-fueled writing ses- 
sion it depicts, That Darn Plot! moves 
with manic speed under John 
Hudson’s seamless direction thanks 
to the spot-on script loaded with 
great one-liners and scads of crisp 
dialogue.

“It’s a good idea given where Ken 
is as an artist and for where the 
world is at the moment,” Jenkins 
says. “Lapham is a major dissenting 
voice in America.” 

For Brown, Lapham is an authori- 
al “prophet” daring to expose “a sig- 
nal moment in history” as America 
values are highjacked from small-r 
republican ideals to a nasty brand of 
commercially-driven imperialism by 
a “war party that is not the spiritual 
descendants of Roosevelt.”

COMEDIC FILMMAKERS GET SHORT 
shrift—sure, Chaplin and Keaton 
were brilliant, but that was 80 years 
ago.

and your sphincters loosen, 
Christopher Guest is your man. He's 
delivered—like an obstetrician with 
a grease gun—on many occasions in 
the past. You could even see Guest 
as the pre-eminent satirist of our 
time. 

Although concemed with arcane 
subject matter, his two previous fea- 
tures—Waiting for Guffman and Best 
in Show—are among the funniest 
portrayals of Middle American life 
made in the past decade. It wasn’t 


necessary to know much about com- 


munity theatre and dog shows, 
respectively, to appreciate those 
films, because they were populated 
with characters so absurdly realistic 
that the sight gags and one-liners 
came fast and furiously. 

When it was announced that 
Guest and company’s new film, A 
Mighty Wind, would be aiming its 
satirical skewers at the folk music 
scene, my mind was dazzled with 
the possibilities.

There's nothing to match “God 
Loves a Terrier” or the ludicrousness 
of My Dinner With Andre action fig- 
ures, no irreverent catalogue of the 
world’s various bod of nuts, and 
no running jokes that just get funnier 
as the film proceeds towards its 
bathetic end. Even the songs, which 
have been a staple of Guest's work 
since he starred in This is Spinal Tap 
back in 1984—and which are inte- 
gral to the story of A Mighty Wind— 
don’t contain many satirical jabs.

of course, but Quebec filmmaker 
Catherine Martin has an especially 
strong sense of the visual. She has 
claimed painting as a strong influence 
on the style of her full-length feature 
Mariages, playing at the Metro this 
weekend alongside two of her docu- 
mentary shorts. 

Ladies of the Ninth Floor certainly 
paints Montreal's Eaton’s Centre in a 
different tone than does my own 
memory. Lingering shots of the char- 
acteristic gritty-gray skyscapes bleed 
so perfectly into the cold concrete and 
steel blues of downtown Montreal, 
void of colour despite being adjacent 
to the lively rue St. Catherine. The 9th 
Floor was haute couture; it was where 
you wanted to be in Montreal during 
the jazz age. It was Art deco, the most 
fashionable company, and the best 
service. It was communing in a way 
that was both mystical and routine. 
And it wasn’t just for the rich or elite 


to have their memories so charmed by 


the allure. Martin reveals the elusive 
magic that so enchanted its patrons: 
though a buffet has intruded into the 
menu and rich young crowds line up 
to get in, the weekly communion is 
continued by 90-year-olds—a table of 
refined elderly ladies in fine antique 
clothes, exchanging gifts, and laugh- 
ing en es about bygone 
times—who can recollect its opening, 
day in the ’30s. 

Martin approaches the documen- 
tary genre with a powerful sense of

Groomed for departure, 
like an iron dinosaur, the Ocean, the 
last passenger train to run the track 
from Montreal to Halifax, crawls 
creaking from its cave to wind over its 
ancient path once again 

Despite its ominous emptiness, the 
Ocean is meticulously attended to by 
large crews of service and mainte- 
nance workers. The beautiful luxury 
passenger train is seen diligently 
restored, and serviced for departure, 
lacking nothing except, of course, pas- 
sengers. However, the activity of the 
crew, and the rhythmic pounding of 
the little-engine-that-does only serve 
to emphasize the loneliness that 
cteeps over the lifeless train beds like 
the shadow of a vampire. With linger- 
ing, scenic shots Martin deftly conveys 
the sense of a slower, more personal 
time.

It also indicates why the sequel, 
Hypercube, sucks shit six sides from 
Sunday. 

Okay, granted that’s a ridiculous 
metaphor, but not as ridiculous as 
the film’s story, or title for that mat- 
ter. Seriously, Hypercube?!? What,

Plain old Cube, minus some poor 
acting, works really well due to its 
simplicity, focus and imagination.

Brimstone follows on the heels of 
1997's To You, which Ladouceur 
recorded with The Mavens, a rock trio 
featuring drummer Hobson and gui- 
tarist Barrie Nighswander. The Broke 
Ensemble adds saxophonist Daniel 
Schnee and, in the live setting, back- 
up vocalist Dana Wylie, who aids in 
replicating the complex and ethereal 
vocal arrangements of the new 
album. 

But Brimstone isn’t just an elabora- 
tion of the Mavens’ sophisticated art- 
rock sound, it represents a step in 
Ladouceur’s evolution as a song- 
writer. Known for her political 
engagement as a journalist and

in subtle ways. I really think that’s far 
more effective and it’s more honest.” 

Though she feels thére’s a political 
underpinning to the lyrics on 
Brimstone, Ladouceur says she’s 
pleased to let listeners find their own 
meanings in the songs she writes. 

“T certainly don’t want to get into a 
diatribe about what I meant in a cer- 
tain song or something, because I've 
leamed that people can interpret 
songs in so many different ways and 
how dare you take away their inter- 
pretation of it by explaining yourself. I 
don’t want to get in the way of any- 
one else’s interpretation.”

\LTHOUGH BRANT SCHULLER 
ays knew he wanted to be an

ture and from social issues and from 
my own experiences and try to funnel 
all these things down to where every 
little element ultimately becomes 
something that’s important to the 
piece.” 

Schuller claims that when he began 
the creative process a year ago he, 
“had no idea at that point in time, 
exactly what to do,” only that his 
exhibit would be constructed entirely 
of materials that could be left there or 
recycled. Eventually, the inspiration 
came from the relationship between 
the Philadelphia native’s home coun- 
try and the one that would be hous- 
ing his first international show. 
“There already is a situation—at least 
there was in the past before the bor- 
ders got tighter—where there was 
this really loose border,” he says. “1 
remember going across often into 
Canada from the Cleveland / Buffalo 
route and having very little issue. You 
had a driver's license and that was 
sufficient. Nowadays you have to 
have a proof of birth and or a pass- 
port. It took me back to sort of think 
about border.” 

As a representation of the relation- 
ship between Canada and the US, 
Schuller chose the Canada goose, 
which had taken up permanent resi- 
dence in his hometown. Inspired by 
news items about cloning and the 
duel concepts of cultural opposition 
and hybridity, he melded the peaceful 
birds with fiercer creatures of prey 
and them all on a fence. On

to represent both the floor of a bird- 
cage and the influence of media on 
cultural and personal identity. 

He believes that the recent war 
with Iraq and the proliferation of fear 
surrounding the SARS epidemic, 
which has closed borders and divided 
North America, will make these sym- 
bols particularly poignant. 

Still, while their meanings are 
numerous, Schuller promises his 
birds won’t throw up any borders 
between viewers with varying politi- 
cal or intellectual outlooks “T think 
they’re kind of funny,” he claims. “I 
think they’re kind of quirky. I think 
that kids would love them. I think 
that’s something that my work has 
often done as well is kind of bridge 
this gap where on one hand it’s com- 
municating to someone who wants to 
take the effort and energy to decode 
all the things that are happening. On 
the other level it functions in a 
humorous level in that you are now 
one of the other birds in that cage 
which is the white box of the gallery.”

Breakfast in bites 


Chili Hot Hot dishes out variety 
in mouthful-sized portions

AS OJ SIMPSON ONCE TAUGHT A 
generation of Saturday morning TV 
watchers, breakfast is the most 
important meal of the day. Me, I'ma 
breakfast skipper. Come a weekday 
morn, two cups of coffee is what I 
like when I wake up, followed by a 
sensible, low-fat daub of toothpaste 
and the subtle hand tremors that let 
me know the caffeine is doing its 
thing. But on weekends, when I can 
sidle into the day at a reasonable 
pace, I’m up for something more 
substantial, something of a more 
stick-to-the-ribs nature, something I 
can linger over for an hour or so, 
enjoying the society of my peers. 

One snowy May morn, | attached 
myself to a retinue of friends who 
were headed for dim sum, the 
brunch-cum-social ritual that has its 
roots in southern China and the 
name of which roughly translates as 
“a little touch of heart.” The richness 
of the food and proliferation of pork 
fat, sodium and white flour add a 
sardonic double meaning to the 
translation, but since when has 
breakfast been about eating health- 
ily? 

Our destination was Chili Hot 
Hot, the capacious Chinese eatery 
on the corner of 109 Street and 
Jasper Ave. that serves dim sum 
every day of the week. Trying to eat 
dim sum every day of the week 
would doubtless touch your heart in 
constrictive ways, but the occasional 


indulgence is as fun as it is delicious. 

Preliminary signs indicated Chili 
Hot Hot laid on a decent dim sum. 
The dining room was crammed 
with Sunday brunchers, many in 
large groups, the atmosphere bois- 
terous as a platoon of servers 
wheeled their carts through the jam- 
packed tables. It’s quite acceptable 
to call out, wave and point at what 
you want to eat in the dim sum set- 
ting. Each server ferries around two 
or three different kinds of food, dol- 
ing them out in batches of three or 
four pieces and marking them down 
on your bill. The price range per 
item at Chili Hot Hot was between 
$2 and $5 dollars and, rather than 
amass all the food you will consume 
at the meal, you get it a bit at a time, 
so you can eat while it’s still piping 
hot and inch toward your ideal level 
of fullness and expenditure incre- 
mentally. 

The first server to make it to our 
table was bearing har gau —translu- 
cent dumplings filled with shrimp 
and scallops — and curried fried 
squid. Before long, these items were 
joined by steamer baskets laden 
with stuffed eggplant and stuffed 
peppers, steamed pork buns, 
steamed pork dumplings laced with 
green onion and the ultimate I-dare- 
you breakfast food, fried chicken 
feet in black bean sauce. While 
many kinds of meat undergo a 
transformation in cooking that 
obscures their provenance as parts 
of a living organism, there’s no mis- 
taking a chicken’s foot for anything 
else. Large and rubbery with toes 


intact, chicken’s feet are light on 
meat, but long on fat and cartilag: 
Slurping at one such claw, I was 
simultaneously put in mind of 
Foghorn Leghom and the films o} 
George A. Romero. 

For the record, the eggplant anc 
peppers weren't so much stuffed 
fashioned into little platters onto 
which had been heaped shrimp 
meat mixed with other kinds of 
seafood and cooked into a homo, 
nous pink ort. They were quite 
yummy, but they taxed my chop 
stick skills to their fullest extent 
Another slippery but delicious dis| 
is the rice noodle, which is actually , 
sheet of rice flour wrapper embec| 
ded with green onions and shrimp 
grilled right at the table and doused 
with soya sauce. Chili Hot Hot 
serves it with a side of sweet hoisin 
and sesame paste. 

A great thang eos dim sum is 
that you don’t have to wait until the 
end of the meal to enjoy dessert 
Pastries filled with custard, sweet 
gelatinous cubes and fried confec- 
tions of all descriptions make the 
rounds all meal long. We enjoyed 
sesame rice dumplings — fried balls 
of rice dough rolled in sesame seeds 
and filled with a thick, mildly sweet 
confection made from mashed lotus 
seeds and sugar — washed down 
with the fragrant jasmine tea from a 
pot that someone was always stop- 

ping by to fill. 

My three companions and I ate 
ourselves just past full, with lots of 
time to talk, rest our molars and sip 
tea, for the low, low price of $53 
Even at that price, we didn’t come 
close to sampling the many varieties 
of dim sum goodness being plied 
We'll probably be ready to venture 
down those untested paths in a cou: 
ple of months or so.
